"It won't happen to me." 

Maybe you've said that to yourself. If so, 
you should listen to Mark Mellis of net- 
work security consulting firm System 
Experts, who says a number of clients take 
that stance when it comes to hacks, virus 
threats, and the panoply of intrusion prob- 
lems that face the modern enterprise. He 
calls it the "ostrich approach." 

The result? People get burned — hard. 
Consider this story from a major firm 
whose name we've withheld: 

"People think encryption is something 
you use in the Secret Service, or the FBI or 
the Mafia," says Mellis. "I had a client 
who refused to use encryption because of 
legal and escrow issues. So they had a 
whole lot of usernames and passwords fly- 
ing around the network in clear text, and 
one day, one of their admins logged onto 
the firewall from the DMZ, where there 
was a sniffer."

Handling The Expected Big Changes 
In Pricing Strategies

Gartner set off a firestorm 
last year with two seemingly 
contradictory reports. One noted 
that companies pay for far more 
software than they actually use, 
especially on desktops. If com- 
panies could control the use, 
sales would drop substantially. 

The other report noted that 
emerging CPU technologies, 
especially multicore processors, 
will be introduced around mid- 
2005 and become the norm by 



late 2006. That would lead to 
big software-license fee in- 
creases because much server- 
side software is licensed by the 
core, not by the machine. In 
general, the per-CPU "street" 



price for server software has 
been declining, but mainte- 
nance costs, including new 
types of fees, have been rising.

Software vendors have set 
up an entire network of Web

Deloitte, the giant 
consulting and accounting firm, 
started its consultancy on soft- 
ware pricing two years ago. 

Vijaender V. Takhan, prac- 
tice leader in Deloitte' s San 
Francisco office, says, "No one 
wants to buy as much as they 
did three, four, five years ago. It 
is hard for vendors when 
demand has fallen as much as 
50%. So they are trying to sta- 
bilize revenues while the tradi- 
tional licensing model, with 
18% to 20% of the purchase 
price annually for maintenance 
and support, is a target."

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Merger mania was heightened again this week when Qwest sweet- 
ened its $8 billion bid for MCI, potentially starting a bidding war with 
Verizon. Security also was on many people's minds, with the first spim- 
related arrest, new viruses, and reports that spam will cost U.S. businesses 
an estimated $17 billion in lost productivity and other expenses. 



I IBM Continues Its Lead In Server Market 

Since fending off Sun in the early 1990s, 
IBM has been the leader in server market 
revenue and continued that trend during 
2004. According to Gartner, the overall 
server market grew 7.2% last year, and 
IBM outpaced that growth by increasing its 
server revenues 9.3% to $16.1 billion. HP 
remained in second place, growing its serv- 
er revenue 6.7% to $13.4 billion; Sun was 
third with a loss of 4%, down to $5.2 bil- 
lion; and Dell came in fourth increasing 
revenues 20% to $4.8 billion. 

I Wages Rise For Tech Workers 

Tech professionals' incomes saw a boost 
in 2004, according to the U.S. Department 
of Labor. The government data shows that 
the average weekly wage for software engi- 
neers rose to $1,418, an 8.8% increase from 
2003 to 2004. Computer scientists and sys- 
tems analysts saw their weekly earnings rise 
6.8% to $1,205, while network systems and 
data communications analysts' incomes 
climbed 7.7% to $1,194. But the data is part 
of an overall mixed picture for tech jobs, as 
a study conducted by job board Dice indi- 
cated that IT wages fell 2.6% last year. 

I Gartner Critical Of Microsoft's 
"Missed Opportunity" 

Analyst firm Gartner chastised Micro- 
soft for its "missed opportunity" to articulate 
its strategy for the security market. At the 
recent RSA Security Conference, Microsoft 
Chairman Bill Gates outlined his company's 
plan to enter the antivirus and anti-spyware 



market. In an advisory, Gartner analysts 
wrote that Microsoft's chief goal should be 
to "eliminate the need for [such] products" 
by making Windows more secure. Gartner 
also criticized Microsoft's plan to restrict the 
upcoming version of its popular Internet 
Explorer browser to WinXP. 

I First Spim Arrest In United States 

Anthony Greco became the first person in 
the United States to be arrested on suspicion 
of sending spam over IM. Greco, 18, used 
the MySpace.com online networking service 
to send 1.5 million messages advertising 
pornography and mortgages. Assistant U.S. 
Attorney Brian Hoffstadt said this arrest 
could mark the first of many criminal cases 
brought against individuals sending spim, 
which experts have warned may be the next 
method for sending unwanted ad messages. 

I Dell Sticks With Intel 

While Dell constantly evaluates 
AMD's chips and chips from other manufac- 
turers, it currently has no plans to offer AMD 
chips in its PCs, says Dell CEO Kevin 
Rollins. That's been the company's stance 
for years, but last year Dell offered much 
praise for AMD while Intel was going 
through some hard times, raising speculation 
that Dell might release a server or desktop 
system with an AMD chip. 

I Court Rules Against Lexmark 
In Copyright-Infringement Suit 

The U.S. Court of Appeals for the Sixth 
Circuit has denied a request from Lexmark 
that would have prevented consumers from 



using lower-cost refurbished toner cartridges 
in Lexmark printers. The company initially 
sued SCC, a maker of chips for laser printers, 
in December 2002. Lexmark invoked the 
Digital Millennium Copyright Act in the 
lawsuit, claiming that the chips' software is 
protected by Lexmark's copyright. The move 
has drawn criticism from opponents who say 
Lexmark is abusing the intent of the DMCA. 

I Apple Resellers Unhappy 

Several Apple resellers and Apple cus- 
tomers have joined forces in a class-action 
lawsuit against the company. The suit 
alleges that Apple worked to boost sales at 
its own stores by undercutting reseller's 
prices, failing to honor warranties, and 
engaging in other practices such as packag- 
ing old equipment as new and misappropri- 
ating trade secrets from resellers. 

I Intel To Unveil 1/0 Accel. Technology 

Intel will disclose details on its I/O 

Acceleration Technology at the Intel 
Developer Forum in San Francisco March 1- 
3. According to the company, the new I/O 
Acceleration Technology, which will be used 
for all Intel products, can improve interaction 
between networked clients and servers by up 
to 30%. Other highlights of the developer's 
forum include a demonstration of dual-core 



processors made using Intel's next-gen 65nm 
process, as well as details on the company's 
multicore plans for the next decade. 

I EDS To Cut Jobs & Move Data Centers 

EDS, which has spent the last two years 
trying to keep its head above water, an- 
nounced it will close 21 of its data centers in 
the United States and Europe by the end of 
2006. The move, which will eliminate up to 
20,000 jobs within the company, is part of a 
plan to cut costs and improve profits. 
According to EDS CEO Michael H. Jordan, 
diversifying is also key to improving profits. 

I Dutch Web Site Settles With Microsoft 

A popular directory site in the Nether- 
lands has received a settlement from 
Microsoft after it was designated as a brows- 
er hijacker by Microsoft's beta version of its 
free anti-spyware product. Startpagina.nl, 
which competes with the Netherlands' ver- 
sion of MSN.com, started receiving com- 
plaints from users in January who noticed 
that the site was blocked as having malicious 
content. Microsoft, which said users were 
still able to view the Startpagina site but just 
weren't able to designate it as their default 
home page, posted an apology on its MSN.nl 
site and released an updated beta that no 
longer blocks the site.

As Protection Strategies Grow, 
So Do The Threats

Most IT and data center man- 
agers probably remember when 
throwing a firewall onto a gate- 
way and locking up equipment 
was enough to keep the bad guys 
out. But with the proliferation of 
technology and the use of a broad 
range of applications and devices, 
it isn't enough anymore to tweak 
a few settings and know where 
the closet keys are kept. Today's 
threats come in a multitude of 
forms, and every company from 
large to small should be on the 
lookout for security holes. 

Threat Matrix 

The most common information 
security threats these days are virus- 
es, worms, and phishing. Because 
there have been so many electronic 
viruses and worms created in the 
past few years, it isn't difficult for 
malicious hackers to simply take 
the code, play around with it, and 
launch a new variant of the bug. 
Part of the problem is that viruses 
and worms aren't being stopped as 
effectively as they could be. 

"Some smaller companies in 
particular are vulnerable because 
they aren't proactive enough 



Feeling Insecure 



In its recent Internet security report, 
Symantec noted these malicious 
code trends in the period between 
March and September 2004: 

• Symantec documented more 
than 4,496 new Windows viruses 
and worms (particularly Win32), 
more than 4 1 /2 times the number 
in the same period in 2003. 

• The number of distinct variants of 
bots is rising dramatically, 
increasing by 600%. 

• Peer-to-peer services, Internet relay 
chat, and network file sharing contin- 
ue to be popular propagation vectors 
for worms and other malicious code. 

• Adware is becoming more prob- 
lematic, making up six of the top 
50 malicious code submissions. 



about protection,"says 
Graham Cluley, sen- 
ior technology consul- 
tant at security firm 
Sophos. "They don't 
have proper policies 
in place, and that's 
hurting them." 

Viruses and worms 
aren't just an annoy- 
ance, Cluley notes. If a 
machine gets infected, 
it can affect the net- 
work and bring the 
company to a stand- 
still. This has hap- 
pened at a number of 
companies in the past 
few years, and each of 
them has suffered lost 
revenue from down- 
time while the sys- 
tems were cleaned up. 
"Anything that brings 
your network to a halt is going 
to make you suffer," Cluley says. 
"And viruses and worms can defi- 
nitely do that." 

Phishing is a whole different 
animal, says Vincent Weafer, 
senior director of Symantec Sec- 
urity Response. Unlike viruses 
and worms, which tend to be 
written by bored programmers 
or security researchers, phishing 
attacks are done for money. Phi- 
shers spoof a Web site or employ 
other tactics to trick users into giv- 
ing up their personal information 
such as bank account numbers 
and passwords. 

A particularly disturbing trend 
in phishing attacks has been the 
use of tactics that require no user 
action. Typically, a user will re- 
ceive an email and have to launch 
a program or visit a site in order 
to be duped. But now phishers 
are finding a way to wriggle onto 
systems without users knowing 
about it. 

Security firm MessageLabs 
reported in November 2004 that a 
new, sophisticated technique dupes 
users with an email that appears 
blank when opened but actually 
launches software on a user's com- 
puter that overwrites Web site 
addresses for any bank information 
stored on the machine. 




not the thrill of writing a virus, so 
they're turning out to be very dan- 
gerous. Working on how to stop 
them is a very hot area of research 
right now." 

Going Mobile 

The way that attackers get into 
enterprises is also broadening. 
They still use the tried-and-true 
method of delivering executable 
files via email, but they're also 
targeting devices and applications 
that haven't been used much for 
virus delivery in the past. 

IBM Global Services recently 
unveiled its Business Security 
Index report, which noted that 
mobile devices such as cellular 
phones and PDAs will be under 
increasing attack from hackers, 
spammers, and virus writers. The 
company also predicts that 
embedded car devices and satel- 
lite communications systems will 
become targets as malicious 
attackers look to do the widest 
possible damage with the least 
amount of effort. 

The report pointed to such virus- 
es as Cabir and Skulls, which tar- 
geted mobile devices, and notes 
that variants of Cabir are already 
rampant. Bluetooth and other 
wireless technologies that con- 
nect mobile devices are ripe for 



exploitation, and IBM is advising 
companies to make sure they have 
decent security measures in place 
for on-the-go employees. 

With the growth of mobile 
threats, it becomes all too easy for 
employees to bring in a virus or 
worm or leave the building with 
confidential information. Most 
of the time, the em- 
ployees are unaware 
that they're the equiva- 
lent of Typhoid Mary, 
carrying a potentially 
deadly virus. 

"I've seen people 
download sensitive in- 
formation to laptops 
that don't have any kind 
of encryption," says 
Paul Hogan, founder of 
technology consultancy 
Tiger Team Technol- 
ogies. "They don't think 
twice about putting e- 
mail, confidential files, 
or other data on their 
laptops, which increases 
the danger of viruses 
and other threats." 

Apply Here 

Phishers and virus 
writers have also begun 
to target applications, as well as 
specific devices. Recently, Sy- 
mantec reported that a vulner- 
ability had been discovered in 
nearly 30 of its flagship products, 
including Norton Antivirus, 
Symantec Web Security, Anti- 
Virus Corporate Edition, and 
BrightMail AntiSpam. 

Fortunately, Symantec created 
patches quickly, but such widely 
used programs are likely to be 
eyed by hackers in the future, says 
Thomas Kristensen, researcher at 
security firm Secunia. 
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"Hackers look for programs that 
are used by a large number of peo- 
ple, and they would find antivirus 
programs especially tempting," he 
notes. Attackers often try to find 
flaws in commonly used software, 
popular systems, and other wide- 
spread technology. "If you use a 
program that everyone uses, then 
it's likely that somewhere a hacker 
is trying to figure out how to use 
it for evil rather than good," 
says Kristensen. 

Instant messaging is especially 
likely to become a high-profile 
target, says Mikko Hypponen, 
researcher at security firm F- 
Secure. Recently, some IM appli- 
cations were hit by a variant of the 
Bropia worm, which sent itself to 
users' IM contacts disguised as a 
funny picture of a roasted chicken 
with a bikini tan line. The worm 
carried another threat, the Agobot 
worm, as part of its payload, in 
order to open a backdoor on in- 
fected systems. The Agobot worm 
can also steal the Windows Pro- 
duct ID, as well as CD keys of cer- 
tain applications. 

This kind of attack on IM appli- 
cations might be rare now, but 
given the widespread use of instant 
messaging, it's not likely to be 
unusual for long. "We've seen 
some small-scale security problems 
with various IM systems, but 
there's been no major worm out- 
break yet," says Hypponen. "But 
that doesn't mean there won't be. 
In many ways, we're simply wait- 
ing for it to happen." 

The threats are numerous, and 
the delivery methods for getting 
into a user's system are growing. 
Although it can be difficult to 
plug every hole, doing prevention 
is a necessary part of protecting a 
company's networks. 



Threats On The Horizon 



IBM's Business Security Index report looks at potential security threats in the 
coming year. Here's where Big Blue sees new threats arising: 

Mobile devices: Gadgets such as PDAs and cell phones are the new frontier 
for viruses, spam, and other potential security threats. 

Identity theft: Phishing attacks will continue to plague businesses and 
consumers. 

Malware: Malicious software writers are getting smarter and are employing 
basic software development practices to spread destructive software. 

Instant messaging: Botnets will likely move to instant messaging networks 
for command and control of infected systems. 

VoIP: There will likely be an increase in the disruption of VoIP networks. In 
particular, eavesdropping and DoS attacks carried out remotely against VoIP 
networks could provide significant damage for enterprise organizations.

That would be enough to raise the hack- 
les on even the dullest admin, but the story, 
sadly, gets worse. 

"The bad guys stole his credentials and 
used them to get inside the company, and 
they were inside that network for upwards 
of nine months. They were only discovered 
when they caused the MRP system to 
crash — completely . ' ' 

Yes, This Is Your Wake-Up Call 

If that's not enough to scare you into 
a slavish devotion to security, listen to 
Bethany Mayer, vice president of market- 
ing for Vernier Networks. 

"I've been in a company in another mar- 
ket where there was no authentication poli- 
cy to get on to the network. So, of course, 
someone got on who wasn't supposed to. 
And we found out, after quite a deal of 
analysis, that our network was not only 



The Use Of Suspicion 



Even if you're committed to network security (unlike some) and you're determined to stave off 
attack, you'll need a way to sniff out suspicious behavior in flagrante delicto. 

"If something's going on with a user," says Bethany Mayer of Vernier Networks, "if he's trying to get 
somewhere he shouldn't or there's a traffic pattern he's sending that has a worm or virus signature, 
then we can surgically remove the traffic that he's passing and disinfect it or stop him entirely." 

That's the goal of a new breed of products by firms such as Mayer's. Vernier Networks makes an 
appliance, the EdgeWall, that scans the network for anomalous behavior and then shuts it down 
before something bad comes of it. 

The EdgeWall sits transparently in the switching fabric at the edge of the network. And while a careful 
CFO may view it as an extra expense, it (and products like it) can save you from the loss of goodwill 
among customers, clients, and vendors that you'll surely face if you're forced to admit a successful hack. 



open to attack from people outside the firm, 
but all kinds of people within it, as well." 

The intrusion was just a scare, and there 
were (blissfully) no financial ripples. But 
Mayer, whose firm builds software to 
detect suspicious network behavior, calls it 
a "good wake-up call." And she makes a 
fine point about the state of network securi- 
ty: "Remember that companies have cut 
their security budgets in the last four years 
since the downturn, but the opportunities to 
hack never let up. In fact, they got worse." 

A Dirty Little Secret 

The problem is so bad that Tom 
Kuhr, vice president of marketing for 
Preventsys, calls it an "ugly little fact 
about the industry." 

"Sometimes executives, the board, and 
even the CSO or his admins won't do a full 
network screen to find out what's wrong," 
he says. "If they did, they'd have to fix the 



problems they find. And that could be mil- 
lions of dollars, or thousands of extra man- 
hours. They're scared to say, This is the 
state of the network right now.' " 

And office politics come into play, too. 
"We've had this talk with security officers 
before. They don't want to tell their boss 
how bad it is" for fear of his reaction. 
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The net result of each, not to mention 
Sarbanes-Oxley, HIPAA, and others, is 
that a firm that gets hit by a hacker may 
have egg on its face. To one degree or 
another, all these laws demand some kind 
of public admission of the breach, which 
means, as Payne so eloquently puts it, 
"You can't hide getting hit anymore. With 



HIPAA, Sarbanes-Oxley, and other federal 

laws now hold executives liable for 

certain kinds of security problems— and 

can even impose criminal penalties on top 

brass who stick their heads in the sand.

Enter The Feds 

But that's an attitude that may be chang- 
ing, thanks to your tax dollars at work. 

HIPAA, Sarbanes-Oxley, and other fed- 
eral laws now hold executives liable for 
certain kinds of security problems — and 
can even impose criminal penalties on top 
brass who stick their heads in the sand. 

And the states are quickly coming on- 
board. "There are two laws in California," 
says John Payne, CEO of Breach, "that are 
making people sit up and take notice. First is 
Senate Bill 1386. If you've got a database 
with a California resident's information in it 
and the system is breached, then you're 
required to notify anyone who may be 
affected by the breach." 

Payne adds, "The second bill is called 
AB1950, which is now in the Assembly. It 
says you're required to make 'prudent 
efforts' to protect the information in your 
database — although the meaning of 'pru- 
dent efforts' is pretty vague." 



a security problem, you can't simply 
sweep it under the rug." 

All Grown Up 

And that, says Payne and others, may be 
the best thing to happen in security in a long 
time. If nothing else, attacks are becoming 
more virulent, and the stakes are rising. 

"All the hackers have grown up from 
being teenagers to being criminals," says 
Payne. "Instead of some black hat, punk 
kid, there are now groups of crime gangs 
who are hacking networks." 

And they're not there to vandalize the 
system or bring down a Web site. They're 
after hard data that can be turned into cash, 
such as IDs or social security numbers that 
can be sold for up to $50 on the street. 

Worse, what used to be a remote 
chance — namely, that you'd be hit by a 
hacker fueled by malice or greed — is grow- 
ing closer. System Experts' Mellis puts it 
best: "It's no longer a question of 'if,' " he 
says. "It's a question of when." 

Which leads us to ask the question: Are 
you ready for it?

"When you are a vendor with a 
single product, it is difficult to go 
per-employee." 

Another large vendor, BEA 
Systems, said it would charge a 
25% additional fee for each addi- 
tional core, rather than 100%. 
Thus, software for a dual-core 
processor would incur a licensing 
fee of 125% of the existing sin- 
gle-core fee. 

Contract definitions will matter 
in the emerging environment. Sun 
and Microsoft define a physical 
processor (CPU) as a single chip 
that houses a collection of one or 



concerned and multiple sockets as 
defined by the software vendor. 

Although it is clear that faster 
CPUs have increased productivi- 
ty — the number of servers has not 
risen as fast as server through- 
put — software-licensing fees, at 
least list prices, have not always 
kept up. But the new computing 
environment has given all sides a 
chance to affect prices. How can 
the IT department tip the price 
scales in its direction? 

First, Gartner notes that the 
issues actually go beyond cores 
and server capacity. There has 
also been a move in IT depart- 
ments to virtualize hardware 
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resources across physical servers, 
to bring extra servers online only 
when needed, and to use rapid 
provisioning tools. "Any one of 
these trends would present a great 
challenge to software vendors to 
maintain a fair and acceptable 
pricing policy," says Andrew 
Butler, analyst at Gartner. 

"The fact that all . . . are hap- 
pening at the same time is a 
recipe for software pricing may- 
hem. Software vendors will have 
to change their policies, but that 
change will not come quickly. It 
is therefore crucial for enterprises 
to understand the risks and pro- 
tect themselves by starting con- 
tract negotiations with their ven- 
dors now." 

Gartner's point: If a dual-core 
CPU offers only a 50% improve- 
ment, a doubling in the license 
fee becomes a tax on technology 
innovation. Software may, in 
fact, have to be rewritten to take 
advantage of the extra cores in 
the first place. But the current 
licensing model does not give 
software vendors an incentive to 
write more efficient code, Butler 
notes. On this issue, though, 
Microsoft seems to be leading 
the way to concessions. 

Virtual Machines 

Not so with the issue of VMs 
(virtual machines). In a typical 
implementation, the available 
CPUs are split into VMs so that 
multiple OSes can share resources 
and dynamically increase the 
resources they use as the need 
expands. In the past three years, 
Gartner notes, the market for VMs 
on Intel servers alone has expanded

On the workstation side, 20% of software licensing and hardware mainte- 
nance charges are incurred for assets no longer in use, says Patricia Adams 
of Gartner. At the same time, many company machines probably have rogue 
software on them, installed by users. The mix should make IT staff uncomfort- 
able: It carries the risk of getting prosecuted for software piracy, combined 
with the expense of carrying worthless assets. 

There are, however, many companies in the business of selling software that 
keeps track of licenses and suboptimal usage (see the "Providers Of License- 
Management Software" sidebar). The Business Software Alliance offers some 
freeware for this purpose at www.bsa.org/usa/antipiracy/Free-Software-Audit- 
Tools.cfm. Many shareware packages are listed at www.shareware 
connection.com/titles/license-tracking.htm. 

Troy Tate, corporate network manager for CTS, notes that the better a com- 
pany's software tracking system is, the better informed the company will be 
about support requirements and associated costs. 

Asset-tracking tools collect information about software and the machines it 
runs on, as long as the machines are connected to the network being moni- 
tored. Some packages install an agent on the computer that tracks usage 
even if it is not attached to the network. Some allow easy tracking of assets in 
storage or sporadic use. Environments with concurrent licenses, such as for 
high-end engineering software on workstations, either metered this way to 
assess whether licenses were underused or overused to meet contract terms, 
or used the vendor's own license-repository software. 

As software vendors follow Microsoft toward subscription-based pricing, the 
need for software-usage tools should greatly increase. 



greatly because many are lightly 
used, running small applications. 

VMs do not reduce software- 
licensing fees, and in the new 
environment may increase them. 
What if a VM uses only one core 
(or fewer, on average) in a multi- 
core CPU? Gartner says most soft- 
ware vendors will not recognize 
logical partitioning or sub-CPU 
partitioning in their licensing. This 
means enterprises will have to pay 
for the total potential server capac- 
ity, irrespective of what is used. 
Maybe, but it is certainly grounds 
for negotiation. 

Rapid Provisioning 

Another negotiating point re- 
volves around rapid provisioning 
and migration tools. IT depart- 
ments with predictably cyclical 
loads can move (or scale on a 
VM) software between servers 
with more or less capacity, based 
on need — at the end of the week 
or end of the month, for example. 
At the moment, however, software 
vendors say they require their soft- 
ware to be licensed and priced 
based on every server that could 
be used, sometimes making these 
tools cost-prohibitive. 

To get around that, hardware 
vendors have introduced the ability 
to perform instant temporary ca- 
pacity on demand — to turn spare 
CPUs on and off as necessary. The 



idea is to pay a license fee only for 
the time they are active. Some ven- 
dors of high-end workstation soft- 
ware have developed technology 
that "meters" the license use this 
way. For instance, an architect's 
office might buy unlimited licens- 
es for five copies of a CAD pack- 
age and have other copies on 
"standby" for peak periods at a 
fixed rate per hour. This has been 
resisted by vendors of server- side 
software. Few have a mechanism 
to measure when a capacity-on- 
demand processor is active. Again, 
this is a negotiation point. 

Asked how vendors are dealing 
with such issues as per-core pric- 
ing, virtualization, and rapid pro- 
visioning, Takhan says vendors 
have to look at customer needs 
first. "Their needs are changing, 
and that will stand pricing on its 
head, but not quite yet." 

"They want low initial invest- 
ment and the ability to manage 
expenses in relation to seasonal 
needs and revenues. Existing 
licensing schemes don't allow 
them to do that. But there is 
movement. PeopleSoft is willing 
to license for a percentage of rev- 
enues, for instance." (Takhan is 
just finishing a paper on pricing 
for customers. He says Processor 
readers will be able to get it free 
by emailing him at Vtakhan@ 
deloitte.com.)

Steps to Help You Prepare To Conduct 
Incident Response & Forensic Analysis 



by Tony Bradley 

Responding to computer or network 
security incidents requires some advanced 
planning and preparation. It is important to 
have a clear understanding of what the goal 
is before you begin performing any inci- 
dent response or forensic investigation. It is 
also imperative to consider any legal or 
regulatory implications to ensure that your 
incident response is in compliance and 
doesn't expose the company to any legal or 
financial ramifications. 

Harlan Carvey, author of "Windows 
Forensics and Incident Recovery," says, "If 
a company or organization handles any 
sensitive or critical data at all, it must have 
an incident response policy." 

Chris Davis, Aaron Philipp, and Dave 
Cowen combined their extensive knowl- 
edge of incident response and computer 
forensic analysis to author the book 
"Hacking Exposed: Computer Forensics." 
They believe that it is necessary for compa- 
nies to create a defined incident response 
policy, as well. "Ad-hoc investigations do 
more harm than good. Investigations can 
originate from human resources, system 
administrators, the ethics hotline, physical 
security, managers, internal audits, external 
audits, other internal parties, and forces 
outside the company. With so many origi- 
nation points, a process needs to exist that 
clearly defines how to handle the broad 
spectrum of cases and people that may be 
involved in an investigation. The policy 
provides guidance as to where to funnel the 
investigation and to difficult decisions such 
as how to handle critical systems." 

As with disaster recovery and business 
continuity, companies must consider what 
impact a computer security incident might 
have and how they choose to respond 
before the incident occurs. Having devel- 
oped a well-thought-out plan in advance 
will not only make the incident response 
process smoother and more efficient, but it

appropriate questions and respond to them 
accordingly. 

Carvey says, "I've worked for companies 
with no incident response plan, and the IT 
department actually created incidents!" He 
continues, "The first step is to decide what, 
if anything, they want to do in the event of 
an incident. This may necessitate changes

In many cases, though, companies simply 
don't have the resources to follow through 
even when they have a defined incident 
response plan. Carvey explains, "Far too 
many times data is collected, but nothing is 
done with it. There is often not enough time 
or the person performing data analysis 
doesn't have the necessary skill sets to 
actually perform analysis. What happens 
then is that the root cause analysis or deter- 
mination of what happened amounts to 
nothing more than unfounded speculation." 

Fill Your Forensic Response Toolbox 

There are a number of tools and utilities 
available to help you perform a forensic 



analysis of a computer system and conduct 
an investigation of a security incident. 
Which one should you use? 

There is no right answer to the question. 
The OS platforms you are familiar or com- 
fortable with, as well as which platforms 
you will be conducting analyses on, may 
steer you to one tool or another. 

Carvey suggests EnCase from Guidance 
Software. "It's used by law enforcement, 
and when many of the folks who use it 
move on from law enforcement functions 
and into the civilian world, they take that 
preference with them. Other products, such 
as FTK, Autopsy/TCT, and FLAG seem 
to be used to an extent, as well." He con- 
tinues, "A company needs to look at its 
requirements and policies and then choose 
the best product or products to suit its 
needs." 

Davis, Philipp, and Cowen agree. "Do 
you plan to do your investigations internal- 
ly? Do you have a sharp Linux staff? If so, 
then consider a tool such as SMART from 
ASR Data. If you're more comfortable with 
Windows, then consider Encase from 
Guidance Software." 

They also point out some other factors to 
consider when selecting tools for your 
forensics toolbox. If you are going to need 
to analyze enterprise mail stores or large 
database files, there are tools geared toward 
these tasks. If you have a lot of mobile 
devices, such as PDAs and cell phones, that 
may need to be analyzed, they advise using 
Paraben, a leader in the mobile devices 
market. 

The best advice these computer forensics 
experts have to offer though is the follow- 
ing: "Forensic tool providers are striving to 
provide the one-stop solution, but it doesn't 
exist. Every company and case is different, 
and your toolkit has to provide you with 
the capabilities you need to make your 
response and investigation a success. Only 
by determining what your needs are can 
you pick the tools that will help you do 
your job." 

Regardless of whether your incident 
response plan will include the possibility of 
legal action or simply provide some peace 
of mind to administrators and management 
that the incident has been handled, answer- 
ing questions in advance about how an inci- 
dent should be handled and clearly defining 
the procedures to be followed will help 
make any incident response and recovery 
go smoother and more efficiently than just 
winging it. 



will also lend credibility to any evidence 
collected and make it more likely that the 
data will be admissible in court if it comes 
down to that. 

Defining A Plan For Incident Response 

According to Davis, Philipp, and Cowen, 
there are three major things that companies 
must do when defining how they want to 
respond to security incidents: 

• Decide whether there is any intent to 
prosecute the attacker 

• Create a defined process and written pro- 
cedures for incident response 

• Understand the legal and regulatory ram- 
ifications that apply to them 

Network administrators are frequently 
caught off guard when a security incident 
occurs and they have no defined means of 
responding to it. Should the system be taken 
offline? Should the system simply be rebuilt 
from scratch and put back online? Should 
research be done into how and when the 
incident occurred? What tools or utilities 
should be used to do the investigation? Will 



in their infrastructure as they make things 
more manageable and increase their inci- 
dent prevention posture." 

Davis, Philipp, and Cowen add, "The 
decision to prosecute determines how you 
handle the evidence. This may not be 
important in the mind of the system admin- 
istrator, who is more concerned with who 
and how, but the overall company is taking 
a risk when it decides to examine a system 
without a coherent plan." 

Throw The Book At Them 

If the decision is made up front that the 
company wants its incident response policy 
to allow for the possibility that the data col- 
lected might need to be used as evidence to 
prosecute legally, there are a couple of key 
steps that should be taken. 

Davis, Phillip, and Cowen say, "Most 
cases in a corporate environment are on 
someone's laptop or computer under their 
desk. Instead of browsing through files on 
the live computer, the manager or someone 
delegated should remove power without 
shutting the computer down. Pull the plug."

Employee 
Security Training 



For Best Results, SMEs Must Make 
Employees Part Of The Team 



Training environments can run 
from small informal group meet- 
ings in the break room to large 
formal presentations in hotel con- 



security training as simply the 
buzzword of the week or an after- 
noon for coffee and doughnuts out 
of the office, retention and imple- 
mentation will suffer. Employees 
just won't take security seriously, 
and the organization's time and 
effort are wasted. 

Training should be tangible and 
include practical tips and proce- 
dures that employees can follow 
every day. No amount of coffee 
will keep your employees awake 
while a trainer regurgitates the 
written company policy, but live 
demonstrations and brief memo-

There is little doubt that the 
most frequent (and most damaging) 
security incidents are caused by 
insider activity rather than exter- 
nal attack. While IT staff strug- 
gle to update firewall rules and 
tweak complex intrusion detection 
schemes, a summer intern on the 
fifth floor opens an email joke 
from her roommate with a power- 
ful new worm attached to it. That 
same day an under-performing 
sales rep gets demoted and deletes 
the previous year's sales data 
before walking out. Two days later, 
your key business partner's net- 
work is hacked, revealing logon 
credentials for your own network. 

The awful truth is that today's 
interconnected world still relies on 
perimeter security, leaving net- 
works virtually unprotected from 
the activities of employees, busi- 
ness partners, contractors, cus- 
tomers, and others that have some 
level of authorized access to cor- 
porate computing resources. Em- 
ployees can and do impact net- 
work security, so it's vital to factor 
employees into any overall securi- 
ty plan. 

Start With A Policy 

Effective employee training can- 
not take place until an organization 
has established rules, guidelines, 
and policies that govern network 
use and security practices. Secu- 
rity author and consultant David 
Bianco notes that, as a minimum, 
security policies should include 
procedures to prevent and detect 
misuse, cover the process for con- 
ducting insider investigations, and 
clearly delineate penalties for mis- 
use of company resources. 

The trick is to match the policy 
to the organization. This is harder 
than it sounds because each com- 
pany has unique needs and expo- 
sures. For example, a large formal 
security manual implemented for a 



1,000-employee dot-com organiza- 
tion may be completely inappropri- 
ate for a smaller product distributor 
with 250 employees and vice versa. 
However, don't make the mis- 
take of carving security policies in 
stone. Once policies are estab- 
lished, it's important to review 
and update those policies on a 
regular basis, ensuring that each 
employee acknowledges receipt 
of the latest policies. Depending 
on the size and scope of your 
organization, security policies 
may be revised several times each 
year as IT tactics change and legal 
advice evolves. In some cases, 
employers will couple policy 
updates with written confidential- 
ity agreements that are updated 
and signed on an annual basis. 

Supportive Training Is Essential 

Once a meaningful security/use 
policy is in place, it's necessary to 
deliver some level of training to 
the workforce. The actual training 
model will depend on the size and 
needs of each particular organi- 
zation. One size does not fit all. 
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ference rooms. Content typically 
echoes the company's security 
policies but includes other practi- 
cal elements of daily best practices 
that an employee can readily use. 

Although the environment and 
content of any security training can 
vary radically between organiza- 
tions, there are some suggestions 
that can make the training more 
effective. First, security should be 
an attitude fostered at the highest 
levels and emphasized throughout 
the organization. If employees see 



Tips Every Employee Should Know 



Security violations can cost you your job. Read and understand your own 
company's policies regarding security and network use. 

• Be on your best behavior. Chances are your employer is using some form 
of workplace monitoring to ensure your compliance with security practices. 

• Scan all emails for viruses before opening them, and never open attach- 
ments (even if they scan clean) from senders that you do not know. 

• Never click URLs embedded in emails. This is a common phishing trick, 
getting recipients to visit malicious Web sites where spyware or other mal- 
ware may enter the company network. 

• Avoid file-sharing sites (such as Warez or music download sites). Even if 
such use isn't restricted by company policy, illegal file sharing can open you 
and your company to legal repercussions. 

• Never share passwords, PINs, employee access cards, or other credentials 
with colleagues. You may find yourself on the hook for their malicious activity. 

• Make sure that your desk locks, and keep sensitive printouts and media 
secured at all times, especially when you're out of the office. 



rable anecdotes can engage an 
audience. For example, Bianco 
notes that desks should lock in 
order to secure printouts and physi- 
cal media from after-hours em- 
ployees, and credentials such as 
passwords or PINs should never 
be shared with colleagues. Other 
examples may cover the potential 
legal exposure of unauthorized file 
sharing, such as music downloads 
or other P2P activity. 

One of the most neglected as- 
pects of security training is a 
positive attitude. Companies that 
implement new security policies 
often overdo it, imposing Draco- 
nian rules and penalties that can 
reduce otherwise productive em- 
ployees to mere drones of a police- 
state. The real objective of any 
security training is not to hammer 
employees with a litany of restric- 
tions but rather to elevate employ- 
ees, making them partners in the 
company's overall security plan. 

As with written policies, training 
should not (and cannot) be treated 
as a one-time affair. New hires 
must receive timely training, and 
existing employees should be 
updated periodically as key prac- 
tices change (or even just to rein- 
force established practices). The 
frequency of ongoing training will 
also vary with an organization, but 
it's important to factor ongoing 
training into the security plan. 
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If the task of workforce training 
seems insurmountable, there are 
resources available to assist all sizes 
of SMEs with security training 
needs. As one example, Symantec 
offers a Security Awareness Pro- 
gram that includes computer-based 
tutorials, ready-to-print pamphlets, 
reference cards, posters, screen 
savers, and other customizable 
resources. Symantec's program also 
provides testing, tracking, and 
reporting to help measure employee 
understanding and retention of 
security concepts. 

Monitor Compliance 

Thoughtful and well-balanced 
security training can go a long 
way toward improving a compa- 
ny's overall security posture, but 
training often isn't enough to 
ensure proper compliance. A 
comprehensive security strategy 
will also include the tools to mon- 
itor employee activity and flag 
suspicious conduct. 

People talk; there's no avoiding 
it. A surprising amount of sensi- 
tive company information can 
flow out through everyday com- 
munication such as instant mes- 
saging and emails. A company's 
security policy should outline 
restrictions on disseminating con- 
fidential data, and a variety of 
tools are available to help check 
for potential violations. Web con- 
tent filters are commonly em- 
ployed to restrict porn sites, com- 
petitor's sites, hacker sites, and 
other locations where employees 
often get into trouble. Even a sim- 
ple IDS can be configured to look 
for unique (possibly compromis- 
ing) phrases across your LAN. 
More sophisticated tools, such as 
CipherTrust's IronMail or MMS 
from Tumbleweed Commun- 
ication, can scan all outgoing 
email for sensitive information. 

Bianco notes that Unix syslogs, 
Windows event logs, firewall logs, 
IDS alerts, and extensive log files 
generated by many other system 
applications can be used to inves- 
tigate and pinpoint suspicious 
activity. It's important for adminis- 
trators to enable their logging fea- 
tures and configure the logging 
behavior to complement the orga- 
nization's security needs. 

Ultimately, a wise employer 
understands the importance of its 
employees in maintaining network 
security, training and empowering 
their employees as part of a long- 
term security solution, but also 
employing legal monitoring meth- 
ods to ensure proper compliance.

In addition to examining and blocking 
outbound email based on spam or virus con- 
tent, the Outbound Firewall is also intended 
to help organizations enforce corporate 
information and regulatory policies and pre- 
vent a company's intellectual property from 
being inappropriately disseminated. 

The Outbound Edition is intended for use 
as an additional, separate appliance on a 



customer's network. "It is not possible, nor 
would it be advantageous, to do both in- 
bound and outbound simultaneously," com- 
ments a Barracuda spokesperson. 

The Outbound Firewall is a mail transfer 
agent; it would replace an existing out- 
bound mail relay, sitting between client 
computers and the Internet. 

According to Barracuda, the Spam 
Firewall reduces the load placed on the 
email server by off-loading spam and 
virus filtering. 

Outbound spam or virus-laden email is

outbound email filtering. Rate control fea- 
tures, for example, can prevent zombied 
PCs from sending large amounts of unau- 
thorized email before the hijacked machine 
is detected.

Are IT's Major Pain Points

Like your teenager's over- 
stuffed closet, enterprise data cen- 
ters today are buckling under the 
weight of the huge amounts of 
data that need to be managed. 
Storage, backup, retrieval, and 
archiving in today's data center 
only get more complex as data 
repositories swell in size. So, 
managing infrastructure complex- 
ity is another challenge facing 
CIOs and data center administra- 
tors today. 

Fiorina & HP Part Ways 

One of the most momentous 
events in the storage marketplace 
so far this year has been HP's 
dismissal of Carly Fiorina, the 
company's highly visible but 
controversial CEO. Because HP 
is such a huge player in the stor- 
age marketplace, this change of 
leadership is bound to cause some 
waves. Will new leadership re- 
examine and perhaps rearrange 
HP's priorities, including its tech- 
nology efforts in storage? Only 
time will tell. 

iSCSI Goes Mainstream 

According to a recent Enterprise 
Strategy Group brief, EMC's 
announcement launching iSCSI 
support across its CLARiiON line 
of storage products means that 
iSCSI adoption is heating up. ESG 
analyst Brian Garrett believes this 
announcement is as important for 
iSCSI's future as Microsoft's 
2003 introduction of free iSCSI 
Initiator drivers for client and 
server Microsoft products and 
Network Appliance's iSCSI sup- 
port in its own line of network- 
attached file systems. 

Many industry watchers feel 
iSCSI is a viable solution for 
small and medium-sized enter- 
prises that need to move beyond 
DAS technology but can't afford 
the complexity of traditional Fibre 
Channel-based infrastructures. 
Because iSCSI uses a traditional 
IP network for data device com- 
munications, it is more cost-effec- 
tive for SMEs to deploy iSCSI 
solutions that take advantage of 
existing IP networks. 

Analyst Tony Asaro, writing in 
another ESG brief, says iSCSI is 
now becoming a serious alterna- 
tive to Fibre Channel SANs as 
more solutions and vendors be- 
come available during 2005. 



Microsoft DPS Ready For Launch 

In late 2004, Microsoft an- 
nounced its second-quarter 2005 
introduction of Data Protection 
Server, a software application 
designed to provide backup and 
recovery services for Windows- 
based NAS environments. 

In a January 2005 Yankee Group 
research report, analysts Stephanie 
Balaouras and Christine Liebert 
point out that the 2005 release of 
DPS will give many SMEs a soft- 
ware tool that's easy to integrate 
into their existing Microsoft envi- 
ronments, is simple to set up and 
use, and brings strong backup and 
recovery features to the table. 

But DPS will arrive with some 
drawbacks, warn Liebert and 
Balaouras. For starters, the soft- 
ware only runs on Windows ser- 
vers and features file-only sup- 
port, so applications backup, such 
as database and email, will not be 
possible with DPS' initial version. 
Also, the software will only sup- 
port backup to disk, so tape users 
will have to either acquire third- 
party software for tape support or 
adopt disk-based backup. 

Still, Liebert and Balaouras think 
this product offering will help 
Microsoft gain further traction in 
the storage marketplace while pro- 
viding SME users with a cost- 
effective backup and recovery 
application for Microsoft environ- 
ments. And, there is no doubt that 
Microsoft will improve the applica- 
tion even more in future versions. 

Feeling The Pain 

Michael Peterson, president of 
Strategic Research Corporation, 
points out in a May 2004 research 
report that 70% of planned IT 
purchases focus on two key 
issues: complexity and backup. 

In addition, writes Peterson, 
archiving requirements driven by 
regulatory requirements like 
Sarbanes-Oxley are also becom- 
ing "top pain problems" for busi- 
nesses today. 

The explosive revenue growth 
of email archiving applications is 
further proof that regulatory re- 
quirements are forcing CIOs and 
data center administrators to take a 
look at their storage and archiving 
practices. According to research 
firm IDC, email archiving applica- 
tion revenues are expected to reach 
$180 million in 2004, a signifi- 
cant leap over the $33 million in 



revenues just two years ago. IDC 
expects this marketplace to contin- 
ue growing at a 50% compound 
annual growth rate through 2008. 

According to IDC, the factors 
driving this growth are simple: 
increased volumes of email and 
electronic documents, tougher 
regulations, and the need for orga- 
nizations to produce attorney- 
requested documentation fast. As 
Mark Levitt, IDC's research vice 
president of collaborative comput- 
ing, points out, businesses need 
to know the information their 



documents contain and ways to 
efficiently store and locate that 
information when needed. 

Increasing Complexity 

Storage is growing in impor- 
tance, but the management of the 
complexity inherent in modern 
storage infrastructures is getting 
tougher and tougher for many busi- 
nesses to handle. Regulatory and 
legal requirements now leave zero 
margin for error, so the stakes have 
never been higher. Businesses that 
fail to produce requested data face 



the terrifying possibility of watch- 
ing their enterprises be litigated out 
of existence. 

Thankfully, vendors realize 
where the pain points are and are 
busy developing and deploying 
solutions to help even smaller 
enterprises manage their storage 
environments as cost-effectively 
as possible. 2005 should see the 
arrival of even more products and 
services. These products won't 
make storage problems go away 
entirely, but will certainly make 
them easier to manage.

My Microsoft wireless 
router now paper- 
weight went south for the 
winter. Because its range was 
about as far as I could throw 
it in the living room, I decid- 
ed to upgrade to a router- 
bridge rig that could get me 
better connectivity. My house 
is pretty ordinary by U.S. 
standards — wood frame and 
not much that would block 
the 2.5GHz signal. I had 
already switched away from 
my Siemens 2. 5 GHz two-line 
phone system because it 
(according to Siemens) "used 
up" the entire band (and then 
some). I replaced it with a 
Uniden 5. 8 GHz phone that 
theoretically wouldn't fight 
as much with the wireless 
802.11 network. 

I had a tough time finding 
a suitable wireless access 
point and repeater that would 
work together, even after re- 
searching. Most of the rigs 
warned that they only bridge 
between their own propri- 
etary units and are not com- 
patible with other brands. 
The other factor I considered 
was past experience with the 
company and its support 



team. While I'm not exactly 
a village idiot when it comes 
to installing hardware, some- 
times I need a bit of help 
working out the kinks. As 
you know, I'm also partial to 
people that don't read scripts 
and speak in gerunds to 
answer my questions. 

Installing The Buffalo G54 

While browsing at Comp- 
USA, I stumbled upon a 
Buffalo G54 AirStation and 
Repeater kit. This wireless 
router and separate (very 
small) repeater are designed 
and preprogrammed to inter- 
communicate to permit a 
much wider 802.11 coverage 
area. The price was right 
(about $125), so I asked 
around and found it was little 
known but pretty well re- 
spected. I was warned that 
setup was tough but support 



was good. It was also touted 
to have excellent range. I'd 
be happy to be able to span 
the house (about a 120-foot 
radius), so this seemed like a 
good deal. 

The G54 was hard to set 
up. (Ominously) the prob- 
lems started with the docu- 
mentation; apparently, it's in 
Chenglanish. You know, 
English translated from 
Danish translated from 
Chinese. When you connect 
to the units via HTTP, the 
text for some of the dialogs 
was almost comical. Yes, the 
G54 had every option imag- 
inable: three different types 
of security and the ability to 
set every possible 802.11 
option you ever heard of 
(and probably several you 
haven't). The next problem 
was figuring out how to 
deactivate many of the fea- 
tures. Sure, I wanted WEP 
security and MAC filtering, 
but I didn't need the DHCP 
functionality or the myriad 
other security and configura- 
tion features. By the time I

got done tinkering, I couldn't 
connect, but I did get it to 
flash the LEDs like a 
Christmas tree. 

How Customer Support 
Sites Can Be Run 

In desperation, I called the 
Buffalo Tech 24/7 support 
line and almost immediately 
was connected with an intel- 
ligent-sounding gentleman 
who (in American English) 
patiently walked me through 
the configuration. (He must 
have been on Valium.) What 
was especially nice is that he 
adapted his instructions to 
my skill level. Instead of say- 
ing, "Press the Green Start 
button with your left mouse 
button; now click Run and 
type cmd," he said, "Start a 
command prompt." 

He was very well trained 
and understood just what to 
do and what I would expect 
to see at each stage. This 
is no small feat. It's really 
(really) hard to visualize the 
user's system and operate the 
system by remote verbal con- 
trol. I know: I've had to do it. 
He was also smart enough to 
know that my A21p 3Com 
laptop LAN card had failed 
(again) and how to get 
around that. After about 45 
minutes, we were able to res- 
urrect the router and bridge 
so they could be deployed.

The only beef I have with 
Buffalo is that it doesn't

I'm 
convinced that American 
companies can't afford to 
send their customer service 
departments offshore. The 
question is, how many Amer- 
ican jobs and customers are 
lost because of this short- 
sighted attitude toward cus- 
tomer service? 

Buffalo Technology goes 
the extra mile in providing 
good customer service. I 
hope they can afford to keep 
it up. I would hate to have 
them go the way of the 
American Bison.

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It's Just a FAIS We're 
Going Through 



I received a request 
to comment on a rela- 
tively new standards ini- 
tiative for SAN storage 
switching products. The 
FAIS (Fabric Application 
Interface Standard; pro- 
nounced face) is an effort to 
implement standards-based 
storage management func- 
tions in SAN networking 
equipment. 

What is FAIS? 

In a nutshell, FAIS is a for- 
malized effort to create APIs 
for SAN networking equip- 
ment that would allow stor- 
age management applications 
to utilize data movement and 
I/O replication/redirection 
functions provided by a 
switch. This would allow 
storage switches (and direc- 
tors) to participate in storage 
management processes under 
the direction of a storage 
management application. 

The result would be a 
distributed storage manage- 
ment system where the con- 
trol resides with application 
software running on a system 
or a subsystem, but the 
execution of management 



tasks would be done in a 
switch. 

But I Only Have 

Two Hands To Choke With 

It's an interesting idea 
that might succeed, but I 
have strong doubts. For 
starters, there are few things 
as stressful as a storage dis- 
aster, and therefore support 
for FAIS solutions needs to 
be excellent and immediate. 
When it comes to storage, 
administrators like having a 
single throat to choke. A 
distributed scenario leaves 
plenty of room for finger- 
pointing. 

So instead of using a dis- 
tributed architecture like 
FAIS, why not run storage 
applications on special-pur- 
pose appliances such as 
IBM's SAN Volume Con- 
troller or Kashya's Data 
Protection Appliance? If 
you want to build your own 
storage management sys- 
tem, you can integrate 
FalconStor's IPStor soft- 
ware onto an industry- stan- 
dard PC server. 

These standalone stor- 
age management solutions 



BENT • ON 



provide a single manage- 
ment point (yes, they can 
be clustered for high avail- 
ability) that is likely to be 
easier to install and trou- 
bleshoot. In general, this is 
the architecture that I rec- 
ommend for creating a sta- 
ble infrastructure because 
you have a better chance 
of understanding what you 
are dealing with. 

Surprise! Higher Costs! 

The second major obsta- 
cle is revenue-sharing. 
Companies like EMC and 
IBM want to do what is 
right for their customers, but 
that doesn't mean shunting 
revenues over to Brocade, 
Cisco, or McData. There has 
to be money available to pay 
for the testing and support 
burden that will inevitably 
follow. That means these 
solutions won't be as inex- 
pensive as some imagine 
they will be; in fact, they 
could end up costing more 
than current solutions. 

There is a precedent for 
this already. IBM's SAN 
Volume Controller was 
made available as a blade for 
Cisco's MDS switch line. 
Neither company was very 
interested in selling them 
because neither felt it was a 
very good business arrange- 
ment.

Stupid Networks 
Keep Rising 

The final obstacle to the 
success of FAIS is the 
notion that dumb networks 
are better than smart net- 
works. Ever since David 
Isenberg released his 
famous essay "The Rise of 
the Stupid Network" in June 
1997, the market has con- 
tinued to prove his assertion

that network intelligence 
does not make financial or 
operational sense. 

The question that needs to 
be asked is this: What will be 
the impact on a SAN's per- 
formance, scalability, and 
flexibility? Isenberg had a 
fairly deep understanding of 
network requirements, in- 
cluding the hidden implica- 
tions of problems that accom- 
pany network-based intelli- 
gence. If people find they are 
trapped by the intelligent, 
distributed architecture of 



artificial constraint on their 
storage infrastructure. 

Here is a scenario to con- 
sider. Imagine having a 
FAIS solution from Sub- 
system Vendor A that pro- 
vides a remote copy applica- 
tion for business continuity. 
At some point, you decide 
that you want to replace that 
subsystem with one from 
Subsystem Vendor B that 
has a similar remote copy 
application. 

You might think that this 
should be simple because 



everything is based on FAIS. 
Then reality bites you in the 
soft tissues when you discov- 
er that the API does not dic- 
tate the methodology used by 
the application. Imagine 
finding out that the ability to 
migrate data from the old 
subsystem to the new one is 
incompatible with the con- 
current operation of all ongo- 
ing remote copy operations. 

Furthermore, you come to 
realize that all remote copy 
operations will need to be 
reconfigured and re-estab- 
lished using the new ven- 
dor's application software. 
On top of that, firmware 
updates might be needed in 
the switches too. (Really?!) 

In other words, you enter 
the twilight zone of storage, 
hoping to emerge unscathed 
at some future time or 
weekend. That is certainly 
not the type of stress-free 
world you expected. Of 
course, anything that goes 
wrong during that process 
would be supported — by 
who? By you! 

Some people will say I'm 
just being a curmudgeon, 
but as the saying goes: 
FAIS fans, be careful what 
you wish for. You might 
just get it.

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Performing Password Resets 



An SME Help Desk 
Checklist

It's Monday morning. You're 
sitting at the help desk, and the 
phone rings. A user has forgotten 
a password or is otherwise unable 
to provide the proper credentials. 
No problem; run through the 
password reset routine, and all is 
fine. But then another call comes 
in for the same thing, followed by 
10 more before noon. Before you 
know it, you've wasted time, pro- 
ductivity, and money. 

Resetting expired, forgotten, or 
compromised passwords is a rou- 
tine part of IT life. The Gartner 
Group estimates an average cost 
of $22 per help-desk call, and 
password resets account for about 
one in four requests. For small to 
medium-sized enterprises, that 
adds up fast. So having a solid 
password reset process in place is 
a necessity. Or is it? 

Chris Farrow, senior systems 
engineer at Blockade Systems, 
thinks so. He says, "A formal 
process for password reset is an 
absolutely necessary safeguard. A 
formal process is designed to 
authenticate the identity of the 
person requesting the change and 
track the request for audit and 
possible investigation. There are 
various degrees and steps this 



process could entail, including 
everything from challenge ques- 
tions to requiring in-person re- 
quests and documentation." 

What can SMEs do to ensure 
they have the right tools for the 
job? Farrow has some sound 
preliminary pointers. He says, 
"Foremost, there should be a pub- 
lished process for password reset. 
This process should clearly delin- 
eate the steps and criteria for a 
successful reset and, perhaps just 
as importantly, the steps to be fol- 
lowed on a failed attempt." 



Every help desk is unique and 
should have a process in place 
that fits its specific need. But 
Farrow offers a few basics that 
all help desks should follow. He 
says, "At a minimum, the process 
should include steps to identify 
who has authority to reset pass- 
words, authenticate the identity of 
the user, and track the request for 
audit and possibly investigation." 

The traditional telephony pass- 
word-reset procedure is going the 
way of the dinosaur. This is where 
a user calls the help desk, waits on 



the phone for the help desk to pull 
up the software for authentication, 
and then answers a slew of ques- 
tions before being asked to choose 
a new password. While this still 
works, there are far better ways to 
skin the password cat these days. 

Some of the more contemporary 
methods include automated pass- 
word reset software using voice 
activation or via Web browser. It 
might be worthwhile for SMEs to 
implement an automated system to 
allow end users to create and man- 
age their own user passwords.

"Various estimates by leading 
industry analysts have placed the 
percentage of help-desk calls for 
password-related issues between 
15% and 30%. This can be a con- 
siderable cost to an organization 
in terms of both lost productivity 
and help-desk personnel cost. Self 
service password reset is designed 
to allow users to reset their own 
passwords. In addition to reducing 
help-desk calls, programmatic self 
service ensures compliance with 
the password reset policies." 

But no matter what the process, 
help desks need to be sure of one 
thing. If a user is requesting a 
password reset, chances are he 
is authentic. However, help-desk 
employees should be careful not 
to be coerced into resetting a 
password under false pretenses, or 
an imposter could wind up with 
the keys to the kingdom. 

In every case, a help desk should 
verify that the user is authentic, be 
it through biometrics or documen- 
tation. Once the user is authenticat- 
ed, passwords should be reset using 
company-specific procedures. Help 
desks should also pay special atten- 
tion to password lengths and char- 
acter types, making sure passwords 
adhere to a given standard. Don't 
forget to limit the number of login 
attempts, change passwords often, 
and monitor inactive accounts. 
There is something to be said for 
policies and procedures.

Your Computing Environment 
Dictates Vendor Choices

When it comes to juggling costs, styles, 
and reliability of storage, small to medi- 
um-sized enterprises face many options. It 
can be a real hurdle to overcome the preju- 
dice against companies that sell cheaper 
product or who are not household names. 

Today's storage market can be roughly 
divided into two sectors: server vendors who 
sell storage and pure-play storage vendors. 

In the former group are companies such 
as IBM, HP, Dell, and Compaq — household 
brand names, even to nontech types. In the 
latter are somewhat less familiar companies 
such as EMC, Network Appliance, and 
Hitachi Data Systems, which typically offer 
less expensive storage. 

SMEs generally will find it easier to pur- 
chase storage from a server vendor. After 
they buy hardware and an OS, it is simple 
to add on storage. But there is a price for 
convenience. 

"That works well until you grow to the 
point where you have multiple server 
types," says Rod Mathews, senior director 
of strategic marketing at NetApp. 

"With a pure-play storage company, you 
are not locked into only one server ven- 
dor," he continues. In a mixed environment 
of IBM, Linux, and blade servers on Dells, 



it can be a challenge to enable all users to 
store and retrieve data regardless of their 
home platforms. 

The dividing line typically comes with 
company size. At the lower end of the SME 
chain, a server-based system is probably 
the right answer. 

"An organization with 100, 200, or 500 
people probably can standardize on one 
server environment," Mathews concedes. 
Here, big-name hardware vendors win. 

When SMEs grow to 500 to 1,000 
employees, a pure-play storage solution 
will come into its own. "When the comput- 
ing environment becomes more heteroge- 
neous, you need a vendor who can provide 
storage across the whole infrastructure," 
Matthews says. 

Like other pure-play vendor solutions, 
NetApp 's fabric-attached storage systems 
integrate into complex enterprise environ- 
ments and provide shared access to Unix, 
Windows, Linux, and Web data. They sup- 
port Fibre Channel SANs, IP SAN (iSCSI), 
and NAS. The systems scale from 500GB 
to 96TB. 

EMC Dantz offers products such as 
Retrospect. It runs on Windows and pro- 
tects networked computers running Win- 
dows, Mac OS, Red Hat Linux, SuSE 
Linux, and Solaris. 



Getting management to think outside the 
hardware community is even tougher for 
companies that have mainframes. 

"There is more bigotry in the glass house," 
says Art Tolsma, CEO at Luminex Software. 
Yet he says companies with 300 to 1,000 
employees are more price-conscious and 
aware of the trade-offs between a brand 
name and the bottom line. "Saving money is 
useful to them," he says. 

In many cases, it takes courage for the IT 
manager to sit down with the CEO and 
CFO and mention a brand other than IBM 
or StorageTek. Both are fine companies; 
however, both command a premium for 
that brand recognition. 

Tolsma says that a storage vendor such as 
Luminex can save customers money. "We 
also save an SME time and effort. They will 
gain performance. Almost always a smaller 
company offers a price advantage. For some 
people, cost makes a big difference . . . they 
will not pay extra for a brand name," Tolsma 
says. He admits that theirs is not a household 
name, so they must go beyond low price and 
offer extra performance or better features. 

"We have to be a step ahead," he says. 
"Our job is to offer a technology sale. We 
tell an SME how to solve a problem, how to 
minimize personnel or save money." 

Get Those References 

Tolsma says references from other SMEs 
are key. "Because a newer storage company 
got $20 million [in] financing just means 
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they sold an idea to some financial guys . . . 
not that they have pleased customers," he 
says. "Look for someone with references to 
back up their glossy literature." 

Luminex is in the mainframe space. Off- 
the-shelf Windows products do not work 
with mainframes. However, the midtier and 
high-end products are merging. 

"Talk to three other customers who are 
happy. That will help the CFO get over the 
credibility issue," Tolsma advises. 

Most storage pure plays operate like 
NetApp: They sell a box to support a single 
platform and then sell keys to turn on 
licensing for other platforms. 

"External storage is 55% to 60% of the 
market," Mathews says. "Stuff that is still 
attached is an iSCSI candidate. iSCSI 
makes it easy to grow." He recommends 
that SMEs consider iSCSI and Ethernet for 
networking storage.

Most storage pure plays offer a range of 
products that allow the ambitious SME to 
stick with its storage product even as the 
company grows or acquires other businesses 
and becomes a Fortune 100 firm. One way 
to do that is to save money along the way. 

Tolsma says it can be possible to get a 
product that works fine for a tenth of the 
cost of the big brand names. 

"Remember, if it's okay to use midtier 
vendors in the rest of your business, you 
can use it with your mainframe storage," he 
says. "We offer disk-based mainframe tape 
solutions. They give newer, less expensive 
ways to do things," he concludes.

Is It A Tangible Threat 
Or Misplaced Hysteria? 



by Bruce Gain 

Internet-based terrorist at- 
tacks represent a very real threat 
for small as well as large IT net- 
works, warns Robert Gates, presi- 
dent of Texas A&M University 
and former CIA director. But is 
terrorism something an admin of a 
small to midsized enterprise really 
needs to worry about? 

During a recent Gartner Data 
Center World conference, Gates 
maintained that terrorism repre- 
sents a threat in addition to orga- 
nized crime, economic espionage, 
and other security risks IT admins 
should heed. IT systems, which 
represent change and modernism, 
are targets that terrorists, often 
motivated by their zeal to destroy 
Western culture, would especially 
like to destroy. SMEs and large 
corporate networks are thus at risk, 
Gates said. 

Gates' dire warnings also reflect 
recent speeches given by George 
Tenet, who directed the CIA before 
and after the 9/11 terrorist attacks 
before stepping down from his post 
in June 2004. In December 2004, 
Tenet said the Internet represents a 
potential "Achilles heel" for terror- 
ist attacks against U.S. interests. 

Fear Mongering? 

Reactions vary among expert 
voices in the IT community about 
how tangible the threat of terrorism 
is for IT networks, both large and 
small. Security, of course, should 
be a major concern for any IT 
admin, while so-called "terrorist 
threats" are not something admins 
need to worry about, some say. 



The idea that enterprises should 
be prepared for potential terrorism, 
directly or indirectly, is "silly," says 
Bruce Schneier, founder and CTO 
of Counterpane Internet Security. 

"Terrorism is very, very rare. 
And even if it happens, the odds 
that it will affect any single busi- 
ness are extremely remote," says 
Schneier. "Businesses should plan 
for likely risks, not for unlikely 
ones." 

RedMonk analyst James Gov- 
ernor characterized Gates and oth- 
ers who warn of cyber-terrorists 
as "fear mongers." 

"The CIA [and other organiza- 
tions] need to take a good look at 
themselves before they start scare 
mongering," Governor says. 
"Does organized crime see oppor- 
tunities in IT? Of course. But 
frankly, someone sending me a 
blog spam about Texas stick' em 
poker is far more of a problem for 
me and my business [than a poten- 
tial terrorist]." 

Reductio Ad Absurdum 

Schneier notes that there are 
inherent difficulties involved in 
committing a terrorist act over the 
Internet. First, what is the likeli- 
hood that a cyber-terrorist could 
cause more mayhem than a natural 
disaster or a traditional terrorist act? 

Schneier also notes that the cre- 
ation of lethal worms and viruses, 
such as the SQL Slammer worm 
that disrupted 13,000 ATMs on 
Bank of America's network, 
require expertise that terrorists 
just don't have. In the case of the 
SQL Slammer worm, for exam- 
ple, there was no security expert 



who knew of the systems' depen- 
dence on the exploited vulnerabil- 
ity, he notes. No one, including 
the world's most knowledgeable 
experts, not to mention terrorists 
who might hire someone, would 
have had the skills and knowledge 
beforehand to wreak such havoc. 

"I think [Gates] is overestimat- 
ing terrorism, but everybody does 
these days," Schneier says. 

However, other experts dis- 
agree. Not only does terrorism 
represent a threat, but SMEs are 
especially vulnerable, says DK 
Matai, executive chairman of 
mi2g, a security firm based in 
England. 



"The threat lies [among SMEs]," 
Matai says. "We have seen that 
there are at least 11.5 million com- 
puters worldwide that have been 
turned into zombies and are no 
longer [controlled by] their users. 
These bottlenecks are not found in 
large corporations because they 
have the budgets to protect against 
these attacks." 

Cyber-terrorist attacks are thus 
likely, and SMEs should be espe- 
cially on guard, Matai says. 

"People would have said 
before 9/11 that it wouldn't hap- 
pen," Matai says. "What Robert 
Gates is doing is an entirely 
legitimate exercise in speaking of

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the possibilities that exist, given 
the motivation and intentions that 
exist to damage the Western way 
of life." 

So how might a cyber-terrorist 
commit an act that could be con- 
sidered terrorism? According to 
Matai, a cyber-terrorist might use 
the Internet to bolster an attack 
based on conventional means. 

"Imagine a bomb blows up in 
the center of America in a town 
somewhere, and then the emer- 
gency services are not able to 
respond because their computers 
have gone down because of a dis- 
tributed denial-of- service attack," 
Matai says. "The attacks could be 
launched using Botnet or simply 
[by hacking] a range of computers 
used by the 911 service used in 
that region, which has been crip- 
pled by worms during the past 
couple of years in the U.S." 

What is Terrorism? 

According to the Merriam-Web- 
ster Dictionary, one definition of 
"terror" is "violence (as bombing) 
committed by groups in order to 
intimidate a population or govern- 
ment into granting their demands." 
But what constitutes a cyber-terror- 
ist attack for some might represent 
an act of vandalism for others. 

Legally, in some jurisdictions, 
might a prosecutor try to bootstrap 
terrorist charges to acts of vandal- 
ism for politically motivated illegal 
hacking that did not result in prop- 
erty damage? Might a 17-year-old 
kid from a "watch list" nation who 
breaks into a system just for fun be 
considered a terrorist? 

"'Terrorism' seems to be the 
word we're using to describe all 
sorts of crimes," Schneier says. 
"The D.C. snipers were called ter- 
rorists, for example." 

Given the many security threats 
that IT faces, SME admins only 
need to worry about attacks in gen- 
eral, RedMonk' s Governor says. 
Whether it is a 17 -year-old from 
Kansas or a known perpetrator 
with a terrorist link who manages 
to crack your network, the security 
measures are the same. 

"So do small organizations have 
[zombies]?" Governor says. "Of 
course, but I don't think that has 
anything to do with terrorism."

What Is It & What Does It Mean 
For Your Business?

SOA (service-oriented archi- 
tecture) is an IT term whose 
usage is now blasting into over- 
drive. Just about every major IT 
manufacturer and industry analyst 
has something to say or offer con- 
cerning SOAs. 

The result of this increased 
attention is a thorough muddling 
of the SOA concept in "mar- 
ketese" as vendors struggle to 
position new or existing products 
as vital parts of your SOA strate- 
gy. If you are to believe all the 
claims, your business is in peril 
unless you put the pedal to the 
metal and tie your existing collec- 
tion of business processes into a 
money-making SOA. 

But what is an SOA and how do 
you deploy one? How do you tell 
fact from fiction and make an 
informed decision? We've sur- 
veyed industry analyst research 
and opinions to peel away the lay- 
ers of marketing hyperbole and get 
to the vital concepts you'll need to 
understand as you begin to look at 
an SOA for your business. 

Tearing Down 
The Tower Of Babel 

In theory, SOAs will take the 
disparate, heterogeneous elements 
found in most enterprise IT infra- 
structures and make them work 
together seamlessly. The key to 
this, and a huge reason why many 
industry watchers think SOA has a 
good chance of success, is a com- 
mon set of open-standards-based 
protocols that allow messaging, 
transportation, and communica- 
tion across different flavors of 
platforms and applications. 

SOA elements use data defini- 
tion schemes such as XML to 
define common data formats that 
span applications and enable com- 
munication. Messaging formats 
such as SOAP (Simple Object 
Access Protocol, an XML-based 
messaging scheme) provide a mes- 
saging lingua franca, while well- 
established transport protocols 
such as HTTP, SMTP, and MIME 
provide the means to carry mes- 
sages between heterogeneous 
applications across enterprise net- 
works and even over the Internet. 
Finally, a directory model such as 
UDDI (Universal Description, 
Discovery and Integration) allows 
for the development of catalogs of 
Web services that advertise service 
capabilities in a common format. 

What Is An SOA 
& How Do I Get Mine? 

An SOA is not a product you 
can buy from a single vendor, 
write Burton Group analysts 
Anne Thomas Manes and Jamie 
Lewis in a research report. 
Instead, they emphasize, an SOA 
is an architectural "goal state" 



that enterprises should now be 
working to reach. 

In that sense, the SOA concept 
can guide your decision-making 
when you procure new elements 
for your IT infrastructure, be they 
data sources, applications, or other 
infrastructure elements. In a nut- 
shell, an SOA is an integration 



components) into applications that 
perform specific business tasks 
(called services). A group of 
combined services can then be used 
to model and automate a business 
process. Because precoded compo- 
nents are available in an SOA, 
developers can keep their eyes on 
the business processes they are 
automating and don't have to worry 
about low-level coding details. 

Think of SOAs as object-orient- 
ed programming on a business-

approach based on open standards 
common to all. 

Many major vendors, such as HP 
and IBM, are promoting the con- 
cept of the SOA by marketing 
bundles composed of hardware, 
software, and services as SOAs 
(think HP's Adaptive Enterprise 
concept). But it's important to keep 
in mind that an environment 
designed and implemented in the 
true spirit of an SOA is, above all, 
based on open standards and ven- 
dor-neutral. 

An Old Idea Whose 
Time Has Come? 

Reusing software components 
to build larger applications is the 
idea at the heart of the SOA con- 
cept. This idea is not new; in soft- 
ware programming parlance, the 
concept is called OOP (object- 
oriented programming). 

Programming languages such 
as Visual Basic use OOP to sim- 
plify coding by allowing develop- 
ers to reuse software components 
that perform common and neces- 
sary tasks. The idea behind OOP 
is simple: Why create a common- 
ly needed component time and 
time again when it can simply be 
reused as is? OOP does for pro- 
gramming what the assembly line 
did for manufacturing. 

In the software reuse sense, 
SOAs take a page from the OOP 
playbook by enabling businesses to 
reuse components in building high- 
er-level applications to automate 
business processes. SOA comprises 
components, services, and process- 
es, writes Michael Pallos, former 
senior solution architect at Candle 
Corporation (now part of IBM), in 
a December 2001 eAI Journal arti- 
cle titled "Service Oriented Archi- 
tecture: A Primer." 

According to Pallos, developers 
working in an SOA environment 
are able to group binaries that 
perform specific tasks (called 



wide scale that spans departments, 
companies, and even entire indus- 
tries. 

Why Is It Necessary 
For Business Success? 

In their Burton Group report, 
Manes and Lewis state their case 
that modern IT departments, driven 
by management's mandate to make 
technology more strategic to the 
business while reducing costs, do 
not want to install new application 
silos into their infrastructures. 
Rather, write Lewis and Manes, 
businesses want to integrate their 
existing IT applications, data 
assets, and services into a "more 
seamless whole." 

In other words, businesses want 
interoperability and integration, 



even across IT infrastructures com- 
posed of heterogeneous application 
types and platforms. "Enterprises 
need an integration and interoper- 
ability infrastructure that tran- 
scends the constraints of individual 
implementations," Manes and 
Lewis write. 

As Zapthink analysts Ronald 
Schmelzer and Jason Bloomberg 
put it in a February 2005 Zapthink 
research report, businesses simply 
want to do more with their existing 
business logic. 

In an SOA environment, writes 
Yankee Group Senior Analyst 
Dana Gardner in an October 2004 
presentation, the creation and use 
of services eliminates infrastructure 
element distinctions based on cate- 
gories such as platforms, middle- 
ware, or applications. Instead, all of 
these infrastructure pieces now 
become reusable, extensible com- 
ponents of the SOA. 

Think of an SOA as OOP on a 
larger scale: Instead of reusing 
components for building discrete 
applications, developers in SOA 
environments combine heteroge- 
neous components, applications, 
data sources, and other infrastruc- 
ture elements to create automated 
business processes that can even 
span across enterprises. 

Make The Most 
Of What You Have 

Many industry watchers think IT 
is not quite at the stage where bona 
fide SOAs are commonplace. But 
now that the goal is in sight, it's 
only a matter of time before SOAs 
(or a similar concept) enable busi- 
nesses to take full advantage of 
their heterogeneous IT environ- 
ments. The Tower of Babel hasn't 
fallen yet, but if SOA proponents 
are right, its foundation is already 
crumbling. 



Who's Doing What In The SOA World? 



Service-oriented architecture is such a hot concept that all the major manufac- 
turers are getting into the act in one way or another. The marketing names 
may differ, but the concept is the same: a way to bring integration and interop- 
erability to modern enterprises.

UWB Poised 
For Center Stage 



Ultra Wideband Networking Promises 
High Speeds & Easy Configuration

Wireless networking has quickly 
evolved as a practical and cost-effective 
solution for homes and offices alike. Rather 
than tie networked computers together with 
a rat's nest of cabling and hubs, wireless 
communication allows system deployment 
and reconfiguration without the need to 
manage a complex wire plant. Solutions 
such as 802.11, Bluetooth, and even cellu- 
lar communication have proven the value 
of wireless communication. Today, a new 
generation of ultra wideband wireless tech- 
nology is preparing for deployment, 
promising higher speeds and easier man- 
agement than current wireless devices. 

Free-Range Data 

The first issue for anyone to understand is 
that UWB is not really a technology in itself, 
but rather a range of the global frequency 
spectrum that the FCC has made available 
for unlicensed use in 2002. The UWB range 
is 7.5GHz wide, reaching from 3.1 to 
10.6GHz. The band is then divided into 
about 15 channels of 500MHz each. The use 
of "channels" allows UWB devices to sup- 
port simultaneous independent users, but 
channels can also be combined to provide 
even greater bandwidth for fewer users. All 
of this is accomplished without interfering 
with existing wireless technologies. 
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In short, UWB offers high data rates over 
short distances using little power, an ideal 
technology for new mobile devices such as 
laptops, Tablets, and PDAs. For example, 
USB supports 55Mbps, 110Mbps, 200Mbps, 
400Mbps, and 480Mbps data rates over 
ranges to about 15 meters. This is ideal for 
multimedia-based applications. UWB can 
also operate in a low-speed mode, achieving 
less than 1Mbps but to ranges of 100 meters. 

Mark Bowles, vice president of business 
development and marketing at Staccato 
Communications, notes numerous appealing 
features of the technology. "UWB is a cable- 
replacement technology, which makes it 
complementary to existing technologies such 
as Wi-Fi. Its high-speed, short-range, and 
low-power characteristics make it highly 
suitable for wireless USB, wireless 1394, and 
wireless IP." He continues, "Among the ben- 
efits of a wireless replacement for cables is 
convenience of setup, lower IT costs, conve- 
nience of repeat connectivity of securely 
paired devices, automated synchronization of 
PDAs and PCs, automated backup of laptops 
within 10-meter range, extremely rapid shar- 
ing of files peer-to-peer, and aesthetics." 

The key focus, says Bowles, is on bringing 
convenience and flexibility to the individual 
computer user. "UWB works within the wire- 
less personal area network space, and as such 
will solve the problem that consumers have 
when they deal with the rat's nests of cables 
that connect their electronics." Wireless com- 
munication also allows for unprecedented 



freedom in system setups, and high-speed 
data handling makes large data backups/trans- 
fers more practical than ever before. "Data is 
inherently backed up more often and done 
securely, peripherals can be placed where the 
user prefers them to be instead of where the 
cables dictate they must be (for example, a 
seldom used printer or scanner in an office 
might be placed in a closet or on credenza 
instead of the crowded desktop), and of 
course the quick sharing of large files peer-to- 
peer that is faster than even a USB Thumb 
Drive and much more convenient." 

A Guiding Hand 

Of course, today's technologies are useless 
without standards to back them up, and stan- 
dards are impossible to establish without the 
participation and support of the technology 
industry. The MultiBand ODFM Alliance 
has been a driving force behind the develop- 
ment of UWB for the masses. "The 
MultiBand OFDM Alliance Special Interest 
Group (MBOA-SIG) is dedicated to deliver- 
ing the best overall solution for UWB with 
maximum emphasis on peaceful coexistence 
with other wireless services and to provide 
the most benefits to the broadest number of 
end consumers," says Bowles. Established in 
June 2003, the MBOA now boasts over 170 
member companies that include many of the 
industry's most influential players. 

The MBOA has made tremendous 
progress in standardization, and now the 
emphasis is preparing products, ensuring 
interoperability before products are finalized 
for production. As Bowles says, "The prima- 
ry remaining hurdles for the MBOA is to 
complete the interoperability testing proce- 
dures and process between silicon and sys- 
tems vendors of the MBOA standard and to 
establish a certification ecosystem within the 
existing wireless test ecosystem. Many sili- 
con vendors have demonstrated first products 
and have begun the interoperability work 
already. Expectations are that certified inter- 
operable product from multiple vendors will 
enter the marketplace in 2005." 

Preparing For Change 

Enterprise adopters can rest assured that 
UWB is suitable for business. Bowles notes 
that this has been the plan from the start: 
"The enterprise has been a target market 
since the beginning of the MBOA, WiMedia, 
and Wireless USB." He says that such issues 
as security, ease of use, reliability, interoper- 
ability, performance, power consumption, 
and costs have all been a primary focus of 
UWB development, and no major changes to 
the enterprise infrastructure should be needed 
to implement UWB. However, it will be 
another nine to 12 months before fully real- 
ized USB -compliant products become avail- 
able. "Wireless 1394 and WiNet (UPnP PAL 
from WiMedia) will follow shortly after. We 
can expect to see some early UWB products 
by the 2005 holiday season and in volume in 
2006. Enterprise adoption is likely to lag 
behind home adoption but not by much." 

Ultimately, Bowles sees a bright future 
for UWB technology. In the near term, this 
will mainly be to replace USB and IEEE 
1394 (FireWire) cabling. "However, 



MBOA-compliant UWB products are capa- 
ble of TCP/IP connections at the same data 
rates and ranges of other connections 
(480Mbps at 3 meters, 200Mbps at 6 
meters, and 110Mbps at 10 meters). This 



might provide a nice alternative network 
connection to WiFi in an enterprise environ- 
ment employing UWB for wireless desktop 
and wireless conference room settings." 

In addition, Bowles points to other appli- 
cations for UWB technology, including 
RFID and sensor networks. Beyond that, he 
looks ahead to even higher bit rates. "Data 
rates in next gen high-bit-rate UWB stan- 
dards from the MBOA will likely reach the 
levels needed to replace display video 
cables at raw data rates (without compres- 
sion and decompression), providing an 
alternative to the last cable (other than AC) 
to plague consumers in the enterprise. A 
completely wireless and cableless enter- 
prise is on the horizon with UWB." 



What's Next 



Falling Into A Quantum Well 

Over the last 30 years, the chip industry has managed to shrink some transistors to 
the point where they are really only a few atoms wide. This leaves very little room for 
additional size reductions and allows a small amount of current to "leak" across the tran- 
sistor junctions, forcing chipmakers to grapple with unnecessary power and heat issues. 
Chipmakers are investing more effort in alternative components, materials, and tech- 
nologies to overcome the limitations of today's silicon-based transistors. 

One potential solution may be emerging from efforts between Intel and Europe's 
Qinetiq. Their "quantum-well" transistor uses indium antimonide rather than silicon. 
Digital states are determined by the state of electrons, rather than their flow (as current) 
across the transistor. Quantum-well devices are reported to provide current performance 
levels with only one-tenth of the power demands — or three times the performance of 
today's transistors — using the same power levels. Indium antimonide is already used in 
some communication chips, but its application in processing chips is quite new. Of 
course, this application of quantum- well transistors is only in the experimental stage and 
may not appear in commercial chips (if at all) for another decade or even longer. 

Ink Blotting Out Tablet Resources 

Tablet PCs offer the unique feature of "pen input," allowing Windows to interpret let- 
ters and gestures entered by users with digital pens. Windows XP Tablet PC Edition 2005 
was released in 2004, but Microsoft has recently acknowledged a serious performance 
problem with its newest Tablet OS. The part of the OS that handles pen input uses ever- 
increasing amounts of system resources, eventually preventing other applications from 
running properly on the Tablet. The problem is similar to traditional "memory hole" 
issues where programs do not free the resources that they've used once the program stops. 
Eventually, there are no longer enough "free" resources to launch or run other programs. 

Microsoft is aware of the problem and is working on a fix. However, there is no indi- 
cation of just when a fix will be available. Until a fix is ready, Microsoft suggests 
rebooting the Tablet PC on a daily basis. This process clears the system memory, freeing 
any resources that remain taken unnecessarily by the OS. 

I Processing As Another Commodity 

Most corporations implement and develop their own IT infrastructure, often invest- 
ing huge amounts of capital to meet their needs now and into the foreseeable future. Sun 
Microsystems has taken a different view, envisioning processing as a commodity that 
can be purchased from providers in much the same way that a company now buys water, 
electricity, gas, and other resources. 

In mid-February, Sun took another step toward realizing this vision by partnering with 
Archipelago Holdings to build an electronic exchange where clients can buy and sell 
computing power. By creating an open "exchange," companies can buy computing 
power to help handle their processing loads or sell excess processing power to others. 
Sun has already started offering its biggest customers access to computing power at $1 
per processor hour. Sun is expected to open this service to its smaller customers later in 
2005, and their "exchange" should be open by mid-2005. The ultimate goal is to let the 
market dictate the pricing. 

Still, the industry has a long way to go before processing becomes a commodity. 
Although a commodity, such as crude oil, is roughly the same everywhere, the notion of a 
CPU hour can vary radically in terms of actual performance and other attributes (such as 
the underlying processors and OSes). A universal means of measuring processing power 
is still needed before such service can be traded in an open-market environment.
